James Carter We it. oldest son of 
Mr. James West, after an invalidipm 
of about two years, passed away 
last Saturday morning in the twen- 
tieth year of his age.

"Father, come close to me so that I 
can tell you goodby." Kissing his 
father on the cheek, witn his wasted 
hand in that of his* parent who idol- 
ized him. he turned his head on the 
pillow, quour g the words of Carist, 
"Io my Father's hoasj are many 
mansions," adding, "aod there's one 
for me," and in a few minutes his 
spirit took its flight and he is now 
with his mothtr, who died in 1901. 

In the passing of James West the 
city loses one of its most promising 
youths. He united with tho First 
Presbyterian church ten years or 
more ago and was one of the most 
faithful of the younger members 
of the congregation, alwavs being 
in his place at every service of the 
church, Young People's Society and 
Sunday school. During his illness 
he was patient in his suffering and 
during the latter days, growing 
weaker and weaker, he talked freely 
of the approaching end and mani 
testing a saving faith in his Lord 
and Master, to whom he had given 
his heart and life. 

Last February he was taken to 
Rochester, Minn., and underwent an 
operation for tuberculosis of the 
kidneys.

Harry K. Thaw, the slayer of Star- 
ford White, escaped from the hos- 
pital for tin: criminal insane here at 
7:45 o'clock Sunday morning. A 
dash fur liberty through an open 
gato, a leap into the open door of a 
powerful automobile that stood 
qu v. rini; outside and a flight like a 
roc! et for thn Connecticut state lire 
thirty milts away nccompli^hrd his 
escape. 

Once beyond state boundaries 
Thav. is free. Only months, per- 
haps ■ :r:< of litigation can bring 
him hack to Mateawan and then only 
in one event— that he be adjudged 
insane in the state to which he has 
fled. 

Five confederates manned the car 
in which Thaw escaped and a big 
black limousine which trailed it past 
the asylum gate. The police have 
the descriptions of Thaw's confeder- 
ates and the names under which they 
registered at a local hotel Friday 
night and are seeking them. 

The hospital authorities believe 
that Thaw has fl^d to the shore of 
Long Island Sound and boarded u 
yacht waiting with steam up to rush 
to Europe. 

REWARD OFFERED. 
A reward of $500 for Thaw's ap- 
prehension has been offered by Dr. 
R. F. C. Keib, superintendent of the 
asylum. Howard H. Barnum. the 
attendant at the gate past whom 
Thaw flashed in his break for free- 
dom, is under arrest and other ar- 
rests are expected to fol ow in the 
rigid investigation begun by Dr. 
Keib. 

Thaw killed Stanford White, an 
architect of internaiional fame, in 
New York, June 25. 1906, for atten- 
tion to his wife Evelyn Nesbit 
Thaw. After several trials, he was 
adjudged insane and sent to the asy- 
lum. His wife who has returned to 
the stage is in deadly terror for her 
life since learning of his escape.

CROP REPORT WORK 



Thousands of Reporters Contrib- 
ute to Making of Estimates. 



Most of Them Are Not Paid, Being 
Clashed as "Volunteer Correspond- 
enU," and Only Reward They 
Oat Is Receipt of Circulars. 

Washington About UO.OOO report- 
era contribute to the making of the 
government crop reports which are 
Issued monthly at Washington. Moat 
of these reporters are not paid, but 
are clsaaed as 'voluntary correspond- 
ents," and the only reward they get, 
aside from the satisfaction of doing 
the work Itself, Is that they receive 
the publications of the department 
without having to write to ask for 
them. Nevertheless most of them 
stick to th» work. An inquiry made 
In January. 1912. showed that 8* per 
cent, of them had served more than a 
year, 67 per cent had served more 
than two years, 42 per cent, more 
than six years, four per cent, more 
than twenty-six years, and one per 
cent, more than thirty-six years. 

Among those volunteers are county 
correspondents who have several as- 
sistants who can be railed on If nec- 
essary. They report directly to 
Washlngtan. There are also township 
correspondents who report directly 
nnd Independently to Washington. 
Reporta from these and still other In- 
dependent sources are used to check 
one another. The number gf counties 
of sgricultural Importance In the Uni- 
ted States is approximately 2,800, and 
the township reporters number 32.000. 
Then there are reports from many 
individual farmers and planters re- 
ceived at the end of the growing sea- 
son. It is their business to question

the best-Informed persons in each 
neighborhood — farmers, country mer 
chants, Implement dealers and others 
— and to collect information in every 
way. They make reports In every 
way. They make reports monthly, 
sometimes by mail and sometimes 
by telegraph, and if conditions re- 
quire more frequent reports they are 
made. Then there are state statis- 
tical agents, each of whom reports 
for his state as a whole, and main- 
tains a corps of correspondents entire- 
ly independent of those reporting di- 
rectly to the department at Washing- 
ton. The state statistical correspond- 
ents report monthly to the state 
agent, who co-operate and analyses 
them in the light of his own knowl- 
edge, and from them prepares his re- 
ports to the department. 

Of course, although there is much 
checking up of reports from various 
sources, the final result cannot ap- 
proach mathematical exactness be- 
cause the whole rests on the opinions 
of farmers, merchants and others, 
based on such information as they 
v *ve at hand. The reports, however, 
o not purport to be other than esti 
mates. To take an agricultural cen- 
sus each year. It Is explain.^, would 
be out of the question because of the 
great cost, and when it is taken the 
results cannot be known for a year 
or more after the data are gathered 
of estimates, with as 
Is made to sup- 
ply

dollars annually 
Is shown by statistics gathered by 
Jonathan Bourne, Jr.. chairman of the 
joint committee on railway mall pay 
and second-class postage. This rental 
value has never before been ascer- 
tained, and has never been considered 
in computing the cost of the postal 
service. In making the figures pub- 
lic, Mr. Dourne said: 

"Under present methods of poet of- 
fice bookkeeping, if the government Is 
paying fS.OOO a year for rent of quar- 
ters for a post office, that expenditure 
Is charged as an expense of the serv- 
ice. Put if the government expends 
$100,000 for a public building and lo- 
cates the post office therein, the rental 
charge ceases, showing, according to 
the books, a decrease of $3,000 In ex- 
penses, whereas, in fact, a charge of 
three per cent, interest on the Invest- 
ment would equal the former rent. N'o 
account has been kept of the rental 
value of public buildings. 

"Believing that definite Information 
should be available upon this subject, I 
asked custodians of all federal build- 
ings to submit estimates of the rental 
value of buildings under their jurisdic- 
tion. From information thus secured, 
and with a statement of the proposi- 
tion of space used by the postal serv- 
ice, it was ascertained that the rental 
properly chargeable to the postal serv- 
ice Is $6,514,797 in the 719 buildings 
concerning which reports were re- 
ceived. I submit that intelligent busi- 
ness method* should require that this 
amount be debited against the postal 
service In addition to the $4,280,000 
now debited for rental of buildings not 
owned by the government."

According to a report made by Rear 
Admiral Robert E. Peary. U. 8. N.. 

retired, discover- 
er of the north 
pole, to the Na- 
tional Geographic 
society, the most 
famous geograph- 
ers of all coun- 
tries are soon to 
prepare an aero- 
nautical map of 
the whoJe world. 

This was decid- 
ed at the tenth 
International Geo- 
graphic congress, 
w hich was held at 
Rome In April. 
For the purpose 
an international 
meeting will be 
called, which will 
determine conventional signs and rules 
of uniform construction for such a 
chart, which Is to be on a scale of 
1-200.000. 

Ten other propositions of interna- 
tional Interest to geographers were 
approved by the congress, the most 
important of which are detailed In 
Admiral Peary's report, which has 
just reached the National Geograph- 
ic society. Admiral Peary was one 
of the delegates to the congress from 
the society, the other American mem- 
bers of the organization of the con- 
gress being Henry Gannett, president 
of the society; Gen. Hubbard, presi- 
dent of the Peary Arctic club; Rear 
Admiral Colby M. Chester, U. S. N.; 
Prof. Llbbey of Princeton university. 
Dr. Arthur L. Day of Washington, 
W. W. Rockhill and Profs. Davis, 
Ward and Daly of Harvard univer- 
sity 

Among the propositions approved 
by the congress, in addition to the 



one for the aeronautical map. Admiral 
Peary says in his report, may be 
noted the following: 

"To convoke another official con 
ference, In Paris, near the end of the 
current year, to which delegates from 
all civilized countries are to be in- 
vited, to determine questions of de- 
tail of a 1—100,000 world map. 

"That the most Important problems 
to be settled in connection with the 
international exploration of the north 
Atlantic ocean relate to the size, he 
regional extent and the nature of 
periodical variations of water layers 
to the depth of 1.000 meters, and It 
was recommended to continue sys- 
tematic observations upon ocean cur- 
rents and upon the temperature and 
salinity near the surface of the sea 

"That the Royal Danish Geograph 
leal society invite the general secre- 
taries of the principal geographical 
societies of the world to meet In 
Denmark in 1914 for the purpose oi 
organizing a world union of geograph 
ical societies. 

"To organize in each country during 
the summer vacation periods of the 
higher Institutions of learning inter 
national courses of instruction in 
geography, In which foreign savants 
would be invited to take part. The 
plan contemplates also the founding 
of an International geographical In 
stitute, the seat of which Is left for 
later determination, this Institute to 
direct and co-ordinate the studies and 
all geographical Initiatives which have 
an international character. 

"For the preparation of a universal 
geography as a complement to the 
1-1,000,000 world map, and tho pre 
sentatton to the next congress of a 
practical working plan for such prep- 
aration."

MOLASSES KILLED SEA FISH 

100.000 Gallons Pumped Into Water , 
of a San Domingo Pont Did 
Immense Damage. 

More than 100,000 gallons of mo- 
laftscA were recently pumped over- 
l)oanl at Macoris, according to offi- 
cers of the British hark Sunlight, 
which arrived recently from the San 
Domingo port with 400,000 gallons 
of molasses in bulk. The sailors 
said that the great quantity of mo- 
lasses when thrown ovort>oard made 
the water so thick that the fish were 
unable to swim in it and died by 
hundreds. 

The square rigger was 16 days 
coming up from Macoris. The offi- 
cers said that not enough vessels 
could be secured to carry the molasses 
crop away from San Domingo, and 
in order to make room for this year's 
crop it was necessary to pump more 
than 100,001 gallons of perfectly 
good molasses into the harbor. 

The Sunlight was anchored in the 
harbor when the molasses was 
pumped over. The water, the sailors 
said, looked as dark as coal. Several 
of the seamen were furious and 
jumped overboard for a swim. 
They did not expect to find the water 
sticky, but they did and were glad 
when hauled out by several compan- 
ions. 

The sweet and sticky stuff must 
have attracted thousands of fish, for 
hundreds of large dead fish came to 
the surface of the molasses Wtttp 
soon after the 100,000 trillions had 
been pnmped into the harbor.
